PLAY-OFF DATES ARE SET 



Late Holidays Find 
Many Moving About 



At a meeting of the Main Line 
Baseball League last Monday night 
it was decided to throw out of the 
league standings all the games played 
and all those forfeited by the late 
lamented Royersford Club. 

This action, however, failed to 
change the status of the other teams 
— Narberth and Gladwyne remaining 
in a tie for first place, Brookline in 
third and Paoli at the moment in 
fourth. In the event that Coatesville 
should win their four postponed 
games, they would tie Paoli for the 
last play-off position. It has been 
decided that if a play-off is necessary 
to determine the fourth place, it will 
be played Saturday, September 11, 
with regular play-offs starting Sun- 
day, September 12. 

Unless Coatesville finishes in the 
running, the championship games will 
all be played on the Narberth dia- 
mond, as the present leaders have in- 
dicated their willingness. However, 
if Coatesville lands the fourth place j 
berth, they will insist on having their 
share of the games played in Coates- 
ville. 

As to the method of play-off, it was 
voted to stage it on a double header 
basis. The preliminary games will be 
decided by the best two out of three. 
The second series will be played on 
September 18 and 19— the final play- 
offs the week following. 

Receipts from the preliminaries, 
after a 10 per cent cut is turned over 
to the league, are to be divided among 
the four leading teams on a 40-30-20- 
10 per cent basis. The winner and 
loser of the final play-off will share 
a 60-40 division. 

Due to Paoli's refusal to take the 
field last Saturday at Gladwyne to 
replay part of a protested game, a 
forfeit was awarded to the KeyNels. 
This, plus a 7 to 4 decision in the 
regularly scheduled game, enabled 
the Gladwyne nine to move into a 
first place tie with Narberth.

Thieves Ransack 

Davis' Store for j 
the Second Time

Davis' Store, on Haverford avenue, 
Narberth, was ransacked Wednesday 
night, for the second time in three 
months. As before, cigarettes made 
up the greater part of the loot, esti- 
mated by Howard E. Davis to be in j 
the neighborhood of $225. | 

The thieves made their entry by j 
prying open a rear window and man- ] 
aging to scramble over some light 
shelving in front of the window with- 
out awakening the Davis', who live 
upstairs. The robbery occurred be- 
tween eleven o'clock Wednesday night, 
when the store closed, and 6.00 yester- 
day morning, when Mr. Davis opened 
the store. 

The first indication that the shop 
had been visited again was the dis- 
covery of a pasteboard box, packed 
with loose packages of cigarettes, on 
the floor where it had been dropped by 
the intruder. The loose supply of 
smokables back of the counter showed 
signs of shrinkage and investigation 
soon revealed that a large shipment 
of cartons, received that day, had been 
taken. A few watches and fountain 
pens were also missed. 

The store was robbed on May 23rd 
of $600 in money and merchandise by 
a thief who smashed a rear window. 
These two robberies, the only ones in 
the store's twenty-eight years of exist- 
ence, come as part of a wave of store 
and house entries in Lower Merion 
and Narberth in recent months. Some 
six were made public last week.

The office of the Commissioners in 
the Court House, Norristown, is open 
from 8 A. M. to 4 P. M. today, Mon- 
day, Tuesday and Wednesday and 
from 8 A. M. to 5 P. M. tomorrow, 
for the convenience of those who wish 
to register. 

It is estimated that approximately 
50,000 voters in this County failed 
to register. Under the Permanent 
Registration Act, passed during the 
last session of the Legislature, these 
citizens will forfeit their right to vote.

Uncle Sam Must Pay the Bill 

Iu a forceful editorial, the Phila- 
delphia Record condemns the gold 
buying policy of the United States 
Treasury, and warns that this 
policy will saddle this country 
with the costs of the next war. 

The Record takes the case of 
Japan and charges that the Japan- 
ese, faced with new warfare in 
China, scouted around for funds. 
They were aware that I'nclc Sam 
was buying gold — and paying 
about twice the cost of its produc- 
tion. So .lapan readjusted her 
gold base, which released approxi- 
mately $130,000,0(10 worth of her 
gold. 

This $1:30,000,000 worth of gold 
was shipped to the United States, 
sold to the Treasury. To buy the 
gold, the Treasury will borrow the 
money, at. interest — i.e., increase 
our national debt. So, Japan's 
war has boosted our national debt 
by $130,000,000. 

To be sure, we have the gold. 
But that gold is worth the present 
high price only because the United 
States Treasury has inflated the 
gold market, Were the Treasury 
suddenly to stop buying gold — the 
value of gold would collapse. 

China, like Japan, wants war 
supplies from the United States. 
So, since China has no gold, as 
Japan has, we have decided to buy 
her silver. Our own silver stocks 
are sky high. AVe don't need sil- 
ver. "We have no use for it. But 
we are buying it, building a stor- 
age vault for it at West Point, 
similar to the gold vault at Fort 
Knox. 

The Record concludes as fol- 
lows : 

"While America piles up gold, 
the rest of the world piles up 
armaments. 

"And our State Department 
urged disarmament upon the very 
nations whose rearmament we are 
doing so much to finance. 
"Where will it end? 
"It is likely to end. first, with 
Uncle Sam holding the gold bag 
for the world, and, second, with 
the American people footing the 
bill and fighting for victory in an- 
other world war. 

"Could we sell gold back to 
Japan? To England? To France? 
To Russia? Those nations aren't 
buying gold. They're selling it — 
to us. And the more they sell, the 
less interest they have in keeping 
gold as a medium of exchange or 
as a base for money. The more 
gold we buy, the more it will profit 
them to abandon gold as money. 

"Meanwhile, the gold purchases 
drag us deeper and deeper into the 
arms race. And once the gold 
market collapses, the American 
people will pay for the losses in 
the sweat of their brows. 

"We don't need more gold. We 
don't want more gold. We can't 
afford to take more gold, at any 
price. 

"Buying gold is buying war."
